The  difference  between  this  class  of  Tulips  and  the  Darwins  is  in  some  instances  merely  a botanical  one,  of  little  importance  to  the 
horticulturist,  consisting  of  an  inconspicuous  yellow  marking  at  the  base  of  the  petal  inside  the  cup.  Some  varieties  of  Cottage  Tulips  are 
as  large  as  the  Darwins  and  have  petals  of  obtuse  shape.  Many  of  them  do  not  grow  as  tall  as  the  Darwins,  and  a majority  of  the  varieties 
have  pointed  petals  which  gives  the  flower  a chalice  shape,  as  wffl  be  seen  in  the  accompanying  illustration.  They  flower  in  May  and  June 
at  the  same  time  as  the  Darwins,  and  the  majority  of  the  varieties  are  equally  as  desirable.

and  Clara  Butt  can  be  forced  into  bloom  with  stems  12  to  15  inches  in  length  by  the  middle  of  January.  Any  attempt  to  “ draw  ” Darwin 
Tulips  will  result  in  failure.  After  being  thoroughly  rooted  in  the  usual  way  they  must  be  brought  into  full  light  in  a cool  house,  transferring 
to_a  warmer  house  as  growth  advances.
